The request for reconsideration filed on 8-20-2001 is acknowledged. Claims 1-21 are 
pending and currently under examination. 


The rejection of claims 1-21 under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over 
O'Connor et al. (U.S. Patent 5,627,026- IDS-14) in view of Jackson et al. (U.S. Patent 
5,776,709) is withdrawn. Applicant's arguments have been fully considered and are deemed 
persuasive. 


The objection to claim 21 under 37 CFR 1.75(c), as being of improper dependent form 
for failing to further limit the subject matter of a previous claim is maintained. Applicant is 
required to cancel the claim(s), or amend the claim(s) to place the claim(s) in proper dependent 
form, or rewrite the claim(s) in independent form. As outlined in the previous Office action said 
claim recites the limitation of "a label or package insert". Specific disclosure of a label or insert 
and the information contained therein carries no patentable weight since, at best, it represents 
merely an intended use. Applicant's argument that the claim is proper has been fully considered 
and deemed non-persuasive. Incorporating said limitation into claim 20 as e.g., "optionally 
further comprising" would be sufficient to overcome the aforementioned objection.
